Variety of feed is what makes the 
winter eggs. Corn three times a day 
as a rule builds up fatty tissue, makes 
hens lazy and reduces profit. 
“Animal food, ground food and a 
generous supply of green stuff pro­ 
duce the best results for laying fowds,” 
says J. G. Halpin, head of the poultry 
department of the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
The exercise so needful for poultry 
can be provided in winter by working 
the grain ration well into the litter of 
fresh straw that should be provided as 
a carpet on the feeding floors. A good 
variety of grain should be provided; 
some corn, wheat, oats and barley 
mixed together, or fed alternately, 
makes a satisfactory ration. 
A grain ration for winter use that 
has given good results at the experi­ 
ment station farm consists of two 
parts corn, two parts wheat, one part 
oats and one part barley. 
It is recommended that the ground 
feed be placed in a small mash box 
or trough where the hen can have 
ready access to it. The following mix­ 
ture of ground feeds is considered to 
be quite satisfactory: 
One hundred 
pounds bran, I O O 
pounds middlings, 
IOO pounds ground corn, 50 pounds 
malt sprouts, 50 pounds meat scraps, 
and sufficient salt.

Our cattle in the fattening 1 
lot are very often compelled to lie 
down in the mud or stand up. 
Tile 
spring rains in connection with the 
going out of the frost make our feed 
yards damp and muddy. 
A good load 
or two of siraw in the right place in 
the feed yard will save us many dol­ 
lars, even up until the middle of May. 
Well does the writer remember, in 
the spring of 1889, stopping planting 
corn for half a day to haul beading 
for our fattening cattle. 
We believe 
that no bedding we gave these cattle 
in the w inter* did more good than 
did this. 
Too many of us, about this time of 
the year, are burning up some straw 
piles to get rid of them. This is sure­ 
ly a mistake 
We must get out of the 
habit of burning straw. 
It answers 
two purposes when used for bedding. 
It provides the animal comfort and 
makes manure, which is very useful 
on any farm. 
Don’t burn the straw. 
Save it and make your animals com­ 
fortable and yourself money.

When the- 1914 
governmental ex­ 
penses of the state and its subdivis 
ions are considered as a whole, and 
the $59,000,000 
divided

among an estimated population of 
375.000, the individual share of this 
tremendous 
burden 
amounted 
to 
about $17.49 to each man. woman and 
child considered,

each paid 
share. It will probably 
prove inter 
esting to the tax payers of the state 
to know how' much Missouri and its 
subdivisions derived
